Gibbons said Hoffa was busy in 
a conference. 


The remarks of Gibbons that 
some labor control legislation 
would be acceptable to the union 
seemed to differ with recent 
statements by Hoffa that no 
such legislation is needed and 
there are plenty of anti-cor- 
ruption laws already in effect. 

Gibbons, denying any inconsist- 
ency, said teamsters lobbyists 
have been telling members of 
Congress for months they will 
support fair labor:legislation but 
will fight measures they deem 
harmful to the union. 

Gibbons was asked what the 
Teamsters might favor. He said 
that for one thing the union 
indorses complete financial ac- 
counting of union funds to the 
government, 

“We're for the fullest kind of 
reporting and disclosure,”’ Gib- 
bons said.

VANDENBERG AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif., June 4 (AP)—The 
Satellite rocket Discoverer III, 
which blasted four black mice 
inso space yesterday, almost cer- 
tainly re-entered the atmos- 
phere and destroyed itself in- 
stead of going into orbit. 


The Advanced Research Proj- 
ects Agency made this an- 
nouncement today 224 hours 
after what had appeared to be 
a perfect launch of the 78-foot 
missile. 


The Air Force had hoped to 
put the satellite into orbit for 
26 hours, then eject the mouse- 
carrying capsule near Hawaii 
and catch it as it parachuted. 
This would have made the mice 
the first creatures to return alive 
from orbit. Two monkeys were 
fired into space from Cape 
Canaveral, Fla., by the Army 
May 28, but their trip was a 
1500-mile missile flight.

“The age of the terrible simpli- 
fiers’ is upon us. In both Russia 
and America, many people in the 
governing circles are possessed by 
military definitions of reality. How- 
ever, it was refreshing to read 
former Congresswoman Helen G.

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Dramatic Failure 


The inability of Congress and the Admin- 
istration to reach at least a temporary accom- 
modation on the wheat surplus problem re- 
flects no credit on either branch. By July 1960 
the Federal Government will have an invest- 
ment in wheat stocks of $3,500,000,000; wheat 
storage, handling and interest charges in the 


coming fiscal year will cost the taxpayers - 


close to $500,000,000. President Eisenhower 
has called the situation in wheat “the most 
dramatic failure” of any agricultural program. 

Yet there is no end in sight. Secretary Ben- 
son, as required by law, has proclaimed the 
acreage allotment and marketing program for 
1960. Since this is the same program which 
is now in effect—a support price of 75 per 
cent of parity under marketing quotas, 
with an acreage allotment of 55,000,000 
acres—the likely result will be a bigger wheat 
surplus next year than the staggering one we 
already have. But Congress and the Admin- 
istration are unable to agree on what to do in- 
stead, and the deadlock shows every sign of 
continuing. 

The Administration says it wants a reduc- 
tion in “the incentives for excess wheat pro- 
duction.” Therefore it would eliminate acre- 
age and marketing controls, and cut price sup- 
ports substantially below the present level. 
But would this reduce incentives for produc- 
tion, or simply increase them? 

A Senate bill would allow growers 65 per 
cent of parity if they planted their full acre- 
age, 75 per cent if they reduced it by 10 per 
cent and 80 per cent if they reduced it by 20 
per cent. A House committee bill offers 90 
per cent of parity in return for a 30 per cent 
acreage cut. Some sort of bargain like this 
makes a certain amount of sense. But farm- 
ers have steadily grown more crops on small- 
er acreages. Would a wheat acreage cut actu- 
ally reduce wheat production? 

Recently the Senate Agriculture Committee, 
after three months of intermittent hearings on 
possible legislation, filed a discouraging re- 
port. It said that Administration spokesmen 
and representatives of all the major farm 
organizations “agreed that some action was 
necessary, but presented different and in some 
cases divergent views as to what should be 
done to reduce the pressure of mounting 
wheat surpluses; and it was evident that no 
generally acceptable major changes in the 
program were possible.” 

Disagreement goes farther than that. On 
farm problems generally Congressional Demo- 
crats, and some Republicans, are at outs with 
Secretary Benson. They are fearful of bring- 
ing out legislation with a Democratic label 
that might be used against them in the 1960 
election or might be administered to their 
disadvantage by Benson. 

It may be, as a number of experts believe, 
that the farm surplus problem must crash of 
its own weight before differing viewpoints 
can be reconciled. If this stage is reached 
it will illustrate not merely the dramatic 
failure of an agricultural program, but the 
failure of something fundamental in the 
democratic process. 
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Bissell House Saved 


If a miss is as good as a mile, then it is good 
news for St. Louis that the 129-year-old Lewis 
Bissell mansion will be protected by a retain- 
ing wall, 12 feet from the new Mark Twain 
Expressway. For a long time it appeared that 
the historic house, a landmark in North St. 
Louis, would fall a victim to needed improve- 
ment in traffic facilities. But the owners, Mr. 
and Mrs. James A. Graves, the Missouri High- 
way Commission, and the new Landmarks As- 
sociation of St. Louis, formed only last March, 
worked it out. The State will use only the 
land it needs. The owners are turning over 
$6000 for that part of the property to three 
trustees. These trustees—Charles van Ravens- 
waay, Dean Joseph R. Passonneau and Alvah 
Rogers Jr.—will formulate plans for preserva- 
tion of the house. Thanks to this agreement, 
drivers who come down the Mark Twain route 
will see an architectural sentinel dating from 
St. Louis’s early days as a bustling river town. 


Common Sense Improvement 

The Executive Committee of the Illinois 
House, whose members include Representa- 
tives Smith of Alton, Simon of Troy and Eber- 
spacher of Shelbyville, has recommended the 
submission of a most desirable amiendment to 
the Illinois Constitution. 


The approved proposal, if submitted and 
endorsed by the voters, would provide for the 
choice: of Illinois state officials in off-year 
elections and thus separate the state from the 
presidential election. Many states have taken 
this step and the list grows by the year. From 
Maine and New York on the Atlantic seaboard 
through Pennsylvania to California, the coun- 
try is marked with states which have estab- 
lished their laws so as to elect state officials 
on state issues and not on the coattails of 
presidential winners. 

We wish the Missouri Legislature had sub- 
mitted such an amendment to the people of 
this state. Members of the Illinois Legislature 
will serve the best interests of their constitu- 
ents by giving the voters a chance to pass on 
this common sense improvement. 


Apartments on the Riverfront 


Aldermanic approval of a bill designating 
the 15 downtown blocks opposite the river- 
front memorial as “blighted” would open the 
way for publicly-controlled private redevelop- 
ment of that area. Economically and esthetic- 
ally, this is a most desirable objective. 

Proper use of this land would complement 
the memorial, and there is a feeling in some 
quarters that the city should lay down a fairly 
precise frame for the area. Present public 
policy, however, is to give potential redevelop- 
ers the widest possible latitude under the ex- 
isting zoning ordinance, and who is to say 
that this may not produce the most imagina- 
tive results after all? 

Each proposal submitted, including that of 
Lewis Kitchen for two 40-story apartments, 
then would be examined on its merits by the 
City Plan Commission and the Art Commis- 
sion, and recommended or not. The redevel- 
opment in its final form would have to be ap- 
proved also by the Aldermen. 

One of the questions in the Kitchen propo- 
sal involves the 450-foot height of its two 
apartment buildings. Would they overshadow 
the Saarinen arch, which will rise 590 -feet? 
In part this is a question of perspective. To 
a person standing within the memorial ground 
they wouldn’t. Because of its proximity the 
arch itself would dominate the view. 

The Plan and Art Commissions have the 
responsibility to evaluate the impact of this 


tractors qualified for highway work are from 
other states.

It already has a qualification formula which 
fits the federal prescription and could be ex- 
panded. This formula measures a contrac- 
tor’s recwd, equipment and liquid assets to 
determine his ability to undertake a road 
project. 

The House investigating committee drew no 
final conclusion, but the doubts it expressed 
on the $250,000 rule appear well founded. The 


Highway Commission would do well to get rid ‘ 


of it. 


The Atlantic Congress 


While the Big Four foreign ministers con- 
tinue their meeting at Geneva a less-publicized 
but potentially significant conference will be 
in progress in London. That is the five-day 
session of the Atlantic Congress, a gathering 
of 650 distinguished citizens of the 15 North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization countries. Queen 
Elizabeth will open the conference tomorrow. 

Delegates to the Congress will in no sense 
represent their governments. They will speak 
and act as individuals. They will consider 
what can be done to bring the NATO nations 
closer together, particularly in economic and 
political affairs, and how the NATO countries 
can best co-operate with the underdeveloped 
countries outside their own areas. “The At- 
lantic Community in the next 10 years,” is 
the theme. 

The conference gives promise of being one 
of the most remarkable meetings to be held in 
Europe since the war.. That is the view of 
the London Sunday Times, and it is amply 
supported by the unusually high caliber of 
the delegates. We wish them well. 


Too Liberal for Jersey 


If there is any Republican whom his party 
should be glad to renominate next year it is 
Senator Clifford P. Case of New Jersey. One 
of the ablest men in Congress, Senator Case 
had compiled an excellent record during eight 
years in the House, prior to election to the 
Senate five years ago. In the Senate he has 
identified himself with a great deal of valuable 
legislation. The progressive and social wel- 
fare proposals of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion have had his support when the Old Guard 
got out its axes and knives. 

Yet Senator Case is currently coming 
under fire from the right wing of his party 
in his home state as 1960, his re-election year, 
draws closer. The Newark Star-Ledger, which 
has no use whatever for Senator Case, re- 
ports that “46 of the state Republican party’s 
wealthiest contributors” have banded togeth- 
er to prevent his renomination. The Star- 
Ledger says that under “the leadership of Gen. 
Robert W. Johnson of Johnson & Johnson, 
these Republicans are pledged to work for 
Senator Case’s defeat. Two years ago this 
element forced Republican H. Alexander 
Smith to retire and as a consequence helped 
elect Democrat Harrison A. Williams. 

The objection to Clifford Case? His record, 
so these party antediluvians contend, is “‘in- 
distinguishable from the A.D.A.” If they feel 
that way about Senator Case, then they must 
be against the Eisenhower Administration and 
all its works. The grudge against the Senator 
is nothing new. In 1954 this same elentent 
joined in an ugly smear against Senator Case’s 
sister. Former Republican Senator Albert W. 
Hawkes took*to radio and TV to call on Re- 
publicans not to vote for the nominee of 
their party. Apparently the New Jersey ne- 
anderthals are determined to achieve the re- 
sult narrowly denied them five years ago.

Secretary Strauss Should Withdraw 


An Editorial in The Washington Post 


It is now evident that even if Lewis 
Strauss is confirmed as Secretary of 
Commerce his position will be hope- 
lessly compromised. Approval by the 
Senate, if it comes at all, is likely to 
be by a very slim margin. 

Enough doubts have been cultivated, 
enough animosities have been stirred, 
to indicate that Adm. Strauss’s’tenure 
as Secretary would be clouded by an 
obvious lack of congressional confi- 
dence. This would be harmful both to

The ironic aspect of the whole affair 
is that Adm. Strauss has created most 
of his own difficulties. A certain 
amount of criticism of his record on 
the Atomic Energy Commission—his 
obsessive secrecy, his defense of the 
Dixon-Yates contract, his persecution 
of Dr. Oppenheimer—was to be ex- 
pected. 

But the criticism could have been

surmounted. Even some of his critics . 


acknowledge that if Adm. Strauss had 
come before the Senate Commerce 
Committee and answered questions 
candidly, conceding that as a human 
being he might have made one or two 
mistakes, in all probability he would 
have been easily confirmed. 

What made the difference was Adm. 
Strauss’s behavior before the commit- 
tee, along with the ill-advised effort 
of some Republican champions to 
make the confirmation a party issue. 

Adm. Strauss seemed totally unable 
to give a simple and straightforward 
answer. He persisted in talking about 
questions which the Committee did not 
ask him, weaving tortuously around 
those that were put to him. 

He showed a great infatuation with 
fine print, thereby often conveying 
substantial misinformation while leav- 
ing himself a tiny out. It was almost 
as if he sensed conspiracy in others 
because of his own elaborate preoccu- 
pation with the indirect and obtuse. 

Even this bad impression might 
have been overcome if it had not been 
for the Erpf case, which not only dem- 
onstrated Adm. Strauss’s deviousness 


but also reflected upon his judgment 
and sense of propriety. : 

On May 11 Adm. Strauss told the 
Commerce Committee that he had a 
man in mind to head a Department 
of Commerce study of transportation. 
Asked by Chairman Magnuson wheth- 
er this was Armand G. Erpf, a New 
York railroad financier, Adm. Strauss 
said “Yes.” 

Mr. Erpf himself told this news- 
paper that Adm. Strauss had asked

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EISENHOWER 'S 
VIEW DISPUTED 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP)— 
Senator J. William Fulbright 
(Dem.), Arkansas, took issue to- 
day with President Eisenhower's 
decision to shun a summit con- 
ference unless the foreign min- 
isters at Geneva make “‘a meas- 
ure of progress.” 

The President, in a news con- 
ference yesterday, set as his min- 
imum requirement Russian ac- 
ceptance at Geneva of Western 
rights to stay in Berlin until 
Germany is reunited into a single 
nation. 

“I don’t see how the head of 
any self-respecting government 
can go to an international con- 
ference in response to any kind 
of thing that can be interpreted 
as a threat,” Mr. Eisenhower 


said. 

Fulbright opposed any advance 
requirement. 

“The mere accomplishment of 
something in advance should not 
be the only basis for a summit 
conference,” he told reporters. 
‘He is chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

“If a summit conference 
doesn’t hold some prospect of 
benefit to the Western world, I 
wouldn’t go,” he added. “But 
the fact that nothing may be 
accomplished in the current ses- 
sion at Geneva should not be 
the sole reason for not trying 
to get some, accomplishment at 
a higher level.” 

Fulbright conceded that the 
foreign ministers “‘haven’t ac- 
complished anything at Geneva.”

ALL HAVE STAKE IN INTEREST RATES

NEW YORK, June 4 (AP)—All borrowers—and most Ameri- 
cans seem to be these days—have a stake in the United States

In San Francisco, a United 
States organizing committee of- 
ficial declared that Red China 
cannot participate in the 1960 
Winter Olympic games at Squaw 
Valley but Nationalist China has 


‘| been invited and has accepted. 


In Lausanne, Swi 
American president of the In- 
ternational Olympic Committee 
Avery Brundage reiterated the 
group’s recent decision to recog- 
nize Red China’s Olympic com- 
mittee. As for Nationalist China, 
it would have to apply for ad- 
mission on behalf of Formosa 
only. 

In Washington, the House vot- 

ed to prohibit the use of army 
personnel and equipment at the 
1960 Winter Olympics if athletes 
from any free nation of the world 
are ned. 
An amendment offered by Rep. 
Melvin R. Laird (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, and adopted unanimously at- 
tached the restriction to a $400,- 
000 appropriation for army sup- 
port of the games in the Defense 
Department appropriation bill. 

In explaining the United States 
committee’s rejection of China 
despite the endorsement of the 
International Olympic’ Commit- 
tee, Executive Director Robert 
L. King said: 

“Recent action of the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee does

The IOC’s decision favoring 
Red China over Nationalist China 
was denounced by the United 
States State Department as ‘‘a 
clear act of political discrimina- 
tion.”

This year for the first time, 
ceramics artists from this area 
will display their works at the 
Midstates Ceramic Association 
Show at Hotel Chase, tomorrow, 
Saturday and Sunday. The mid- 
night oil and the studio fluores- 
cent light have burned as ambi- 
tious ceramists laid the last 
mosaic tile, carved the last leaf, 
painted the last flower petal and 
fired the last ashtray. ' 


Five years ago there were five 
ceramics studios in town. To- 
day, 30 accredited teachers be- 
long to the association and no 
one would try to estimate how 
many classes, hobby groups and 
students there are. This part of 
the country is still far behind 
such ceramics centers as South- 
ern California where it is almost 
as mandatory to be a ceramist 
as to be a sun lover, but the 
interest here is growing by leaps, 
a and whirrs of the potter’s 

eel. 


One of the foremost exponents 
of the ceramics art is Mrs. 
Margaret Rath, president of the 
Midstates Association, founder of 
the show, and a ceramics teach- 
er. Her studio is in her home 
at 145 Glen Garry drive, Glas- 
gow Village. It is not only a 
workshop but a show place of 
the many varieties of ceramics 
being made. 


Shaped by the tools and in- 
genuity of the ceramist, common 
clay takes many forms. There is 
that intriguing work called ‘‘an- 
cient sculpture,” bluish green, 
metallic Chinese looking figures 
which eppear to have been dug 
up from the ruins but in reality 
are made of balls of clay pressed 
into a mold and/decorated with 
fool’s gold and desert rock. At 
the other end of the variety are 
extremely modern abstract hang- 
ings, and in between is every- 
thing imaginable — handpainted 
lamps, sculptured cats, huge 
vases, tiny figurines, windmills 
painted on plates, cookie jars, 
kitchen clocks, swans garlanded 
with roses, coffee pots, cruci- 
fixes, porcelain bisque, Wedg- 
wood, and Santa Claus climbing 
down a chimney. 


Experts will demonstrate these 
varieties of the craft at the show 
and on TV. Gladys Burbank of 
yelewood, Calif., will do her spe- 

ialty, lace draping porcelain 
work; Dean Strawn of Riverview, 
Calif., will demonstrate the elec- 
tric potters’ wheel; Connie Woods 
of Evansville, Ind., mosaic work; 
Deloris Divorky of Cleveland,

“Dear Dr. Molner: 


| “I AM PARTICULARLY INTERESTED in a lad of 16, 
very peppy and a good worker. However, he frequently com- 
» plains of feeling tired, and even though he gets plenty of sleep 
‘he ‘fades out,’ regularly. Could you suggest anything that 
ky eee ) might help?—C.E.S.” 

In this boy’s case, the 
letter mentioned that he 
was “born with low hemo- 
globin,” and the doctor 
warned that he would 
tire. The writer also won- 
dered whether the “mod- 
ern advances in medical 
science” could help. 

Has this young man 
had a physical condition 
checked recently? The 
“modern advances of med- 
ical science’ are of no 
use unless they are ap- 
plied. (As has been shown 
so vividly, the new polio 
vaccine doesn’t prevent 
paralytic polio unless peo- 
ple get the shots.) 

Quite a bit has been 
learned about low hemo- 


i globin (anemia) in the last 
16 years, and one thing is that when » mother is anemic, it is 


not unusual for the baby to be, too. After all, the mother up 
to the time of birth furnishes all the sustenance for the baby! 
Therefore, it becomes important to see that the child’s diet 


includes the things he needs—particularly iron—to correct the 
problem.

This, however, is not the sole cause of lack of 
energy among teen-agers, although I do feel that faulty 
diet is the first thing to look for, and the chief of- 
fender. Teen-agers can be erratic eaters, skipping 
breakfast, eating lunches that don’t make any sense, 


nibbling, sandwiching or candy-barring between meals, 
not getting balanced meals at all. 


Lack of protein is one frequent mistake. Proteins are 
mainly meat (the lean part), fish, eggs, cheese. But too many 
youngsters acquire a taste for starch and sugar instead— 
bread, crackers, cookies, cake, ice cream. Yet in adolescence 
protein is more necessary. 

There are, too, blood disorders (perhaps anemia, perhaps 
something else) that need analysis and treatment. Low 
metabolism can be troublesome—and the thyroid gland needs 
medication. That’s a common cause of low reserve of energy. 


Infection can do the same thing—any kind of chronic infec- 
tion, including tuberculosis. 


There can be psychological troubles. Poor ad- 
justment to school or other elements in life; discord 
in the family; parents who are too indulgent; lack of 
incentive—there are different things, and it ought to be 
made known that psychological or psychiatric troubles 
are more common than is generally suspect in the 


teen-age group. They can be subtle and hard to detect, 
too, ;

one is suddenly aware of a 
plateau, a spot in life where 
everything is flat and dull with- 
out warning. The only remedy is 
to start climbing again, to rise 
above oneself into the rarefied 
air above. That was what hap- 
pened to me only a decade after 
I had joined the Met as a s0- 
loist, only shortly after I had 
been acclaimed as the world’s 
leading Wagnerian soprano. That 
may seem a long time to some, 
to be stuck on one high note, 
but it is short in the Met, where 
the singing and the posturing 
seem to go on forever. 

I felt that somehow I was 
missing the heart of music itself. 
I was in too strange an atmos- 
phere. I kept thinking of the 
informal song fests we had en- 
joyed at home in St. Louis; of 
the vocal jam sessions in New 
York and Korea; of the recep- 
tions in Tokyo, in India, London, 
and a hundred other spots. Per- 
haps my trips around the world 
had put a magic salve on my 
eyes: they seemed to be opened 
for the first time. There was, I 
believed, an. immense audience 
that waited patiently for some 
kind of music outside the spe- 
cialized circle of opera lovers. 

d become cursed — or 
blessed—with a double nature. 
I do not mean that I am schizo- 
phrenic; far from it. The life I 
live with Bill is so normal that 
when I make hot potato salad 
the smell of it alone puts three 
pounds on him. I mean that my 
artistic and personal life seemed 
to be divorced, I recall that one 
critic, talking about my first 
appearance as Kundry, said: 
*‘Madame Traubel was as dis- 
tant and unapproachable as the 
statue on top of Grant’s Tomb.” 
This wounded me. Nothing could 
be more untrue about me in my 
own life: I try to hold myself 
back from nothing that is gen- 
uinely friendly, warm, and in- 


teresting. The realization of the - 


fact that my public appearanecs 
might overtake my private life— 
that such adjectives as ‘ma- 
jestic” and “‘regal’’ and “aloof” 
were becoming alarmingly fre- 
quent in my reviews—was forc- 
ing me to seek out another road 
for expression in music. I had 
always been taught in St. Louis 
to include my audience with my 
presentation; at the Met, I was 
asked to sing as if the audience 
did not exist. It seemed an im- 
possible situation. 

Perhaps I should have taken 
warning from what had hap- 
pened four years before. I like 
jokes, practical and otherwise. 
In 1949 Bill and I had a lot of 
fun kidding in public about a 
5500-word novelette, ‘‘The Pto- 
maine Canary,” which in turn 
kidded the mystery-writing busi- 
ness. I had announced a second 
called ‘‘The Post-Mortem of Mor- 
timer Post.” I said I would bind 
25 copies of the first in limp 
leather for friends. I wrote my 
own reviews for the volume, 
saying Pravda would call it 
*“‘upper-class propaganda.” The 
story itself (on which I had 
what you might call professional 
help) concerned a party when 
Bill invited all the top mystery 
writers to our house and a 
trained canary knocked them 
cold. My detective was named 
Sam Quentin.” The heroine was 
Brunnhilde Wagner. I claimed I 
wrote the end first and then 
wrote the beginning later. 

Bill told one reporter: ‘What 
really happened to Helen is 

that she used to be able to 
guess who done it early in the 
book. She hasn’t been such a 
smarty pants lately and she 
wrote this one so she could 
figure out what happened be- 
fore she wrote it.” 


I simply felt that the detective 
world was getting too complicat- 
ed for my tastes. I do not care 
for murders by rare poisons or 
mysterious hypodermics. I like 
plain old guns and clubs and 
lots of gore. I like characters 
who just kill because they like 
it, not because of a psychological 
mixup. So I wrote my own, just 
like a cowboy rolls his own. 
The ‘‘Metropolitan Opera Mur- 
ders’” was a much more prosaic 
book—which is probably why it 
sold not nearly so well as

cated in 200 newspapers and 
went over quite well. 

This kind of extravagant prac- 
tical joke—which really paid off 
—could have been a warning to 
me that I was heading in a dif- 
ferent direction, I was punchy 
with too much opera singing. 
This literary spoofing was one 
way of relieving my inner ten- 
sions. 

Other symptoms were evident. 
A never-reproduced record of 
mine had a roar in my voice in 
the midst of a Wagner high 
point: “Get that goddamned fly 
away from the microphone.” My 
interest in baseball—I later sold 
my stock to Bill Veeck, that too- 
canny manager — had boomer- 
anged into editorials all across 
the country. I had been voted 
the “woman of the year in 
music” for a couple of times by 
the Associated Press and had not 
felt too much elation; the tag of 
being the “‘greatest singer, male 
or female, in the world today” 
did not cause me a case of goose 
pimples. It did not rouse me 
when I heard that Margaret 
Truman had done nearly 70 con- 
certs at $1500 a throw and was 
being offered radio and TV con- 
tracts. In short, to me the world 
was a state of mild ennui—or as 
near to it as I could get tem- 
peramentally. It is only a new 
paper canard that the night of 
my Metropolitan debut I had 
spent the time just before cur- 
tain call sitting in my dressing 
room happily playing the unique 
records of that pianist Alec 
Templeton—the favorite being a 
burlesque called ‘‘Through Wag- 
ner’s Ring Cycle in Three Min- 
utes”—and guffawing about it. I 
did do this in my dressing room 
from time to time, certainly, but 
it came at this period. 

It occurred to me repeatedly 
that I had little in common with 
the stuffy side. I realized that 
my career as a singer reached 
its zenith for me personally on 
some of those first appearances 
as a girl when I literally soared 
out atop the orchestra and felt 
like yelling at the top of my 


voice: “Bring on another hun- .« 


dred musicians! We’re marching 
through!”” I recalled that the 
people I liked best were those 
musical inconoclasts such as Sir 
Thomas Beecham who used to 
grunt and squall and march up 
and down pulling up his pants 
while I was singing.

“I would definitely consider it 
highly undesirable for any night 
club publicity to appear before, 
during, or immediately after 
your work at the Metropolitan. 
May I have your assurance on 
that point?” 

To this I retorted: ‘“To assert 
that art can be found at the 
Metropolitan Opera House but 
not in a night club is rank 
snobbery that underrates both 
the taste of the American pub- 
lic and the talents of its compos- 
ers.”” I added that I loved the 
songs of George Gershwin, W. 
C. Handy, Cole Porter, Jerome 


Kern, Irving Berlin, Richard 
Rodgers, and many others. I 
was glad to be able to sing 
them. I went on: ‘Since I can- 
not sing them at the Metropoli- 
tan, I am singing them at night 
clubs. I am happy to have found 
that night-club audiences are en- 
thusiastically accepting me on 
their own terms.” I added: ‘‘Ar- 
tistic dignity is not a matter of 
where one sings. It is not the 
environment that categorizes the 
performance. The artist of in- 
tegrity who refuses to com- 
promise his standard is able to 
endure whatever place he ap- 
pears in with his own dignity.” 

I returned the signed Met 
contract that they had pre- 
viously sent me—unsigned by 
me. The upshot of all this, of 
course, was that I left the 
Metropolitan Opera perma- 
nently. I have not been back 
since my final letter to Bing. 

Bing again accused me of 
“poor taste’ in making public 
his request. “‘If she doesn’t want 
to sing with us, it is just too 
bad,” he said. He defended his 
position by saying he was within 
his rights to suggest that I re- 
frain from night-club appear- 
ances while singing at the Mct. 
“I don’t feel that opera and 
folk music mix,”’ he declared. 

I felt then —and now — that 
Skinny should have shineied on 
his own side. He had no idea 
who he was wrestling with: I 
was the gal who used to dry 
sheets in our little New York 
apartment that had no outside 
windows. Wash them in the tub, 
wring them out by sheer mus- 
cle, and hang them up to the 
electric-light fixtures.

The sec- 
ond—which was also quickly dis- 
sipated—was that people used 
to tell me that singing in night 
clubs was “unhealthy.” Bing 
talked about singing in smoke- 
filled rooms being bad for the 
voice. My answer to that got to 
be that most of the clubs in 
which I perform were air-con- 
ditioned and in much better odor 
than the Met itself. 

One of the cartoons a national 
magazine ran soon after gave 
me more chuckles—and still does 
—than anything I had seen for 
a long time. It showed an opera 
performance with the whole cast, 
as usual, rigged up in their ab- 
surd Wagnerian costumes. Front 
and center in the picture was a 
huge piano, even the accompan- 
ist being in costume, Lying down 
on it was this big fat gal, the 
star—I couldn’t imagine who she 
might be—also in costume. Her 
mouth was twisted all out of 
shape.

‘Try and Stop Me

I HAVE A LETTER here from 
a reader who says that since 
my antecedents are southern, no 
doubt I can tell him how to 
make a mess of hush puppies. 

It may surprise the reader to 
know that altheugh I wes born 
in the South and spent my child- 
hood there, I never ate a hush 
puppy and have yet to eat one. 

Yankees have some funny 
ideas about the South. They 
seem to think southerners sit 


‘around and eat things like hush 


puppies, corn pone, ‘possum and 
fried chicken every day. As a 
matter of fact many southern 
dishes are indigenous to certain 
areas of the territory, and sel- 
dom if ever seen in others, 


Hush puppies is one of them. 
Uniess I’m mistaken, they’re 
part of the. local color of the 
state of Georgia. I approach a 
recipe for hush puppies with the 
same trepidation as I would that 
for a mint julep. Mtn have been 
known to meet on the field of 
honor over how to make a real 
mint julep. Some of them feel 
just as strongly about hush 
puppies. 

However, here’s a_ recipe 
which I got from a genuine 
Georgian. He vouches for it, 
and if anyone disagrees I'll be 
glad to forward the complaints. 

Take two cups of white corn 
meal, a tablespvon of flour, a 
teaspoon of salt and a half tea- 
spoon of soda and mix them 
together. 

Now beat up an egg and pour 
in three-fourths of a cup of 
buttermilk and six tablespoons 
of finely chopped onion, Add 
this to the dry ingredients. The 
mixture should be thick enough 


‘to drop, not pour. 


Get yourself a skillet full of 
real hot fat and drop the batter 
in, a spoonful at a time.’ Fry 
them until they’re nicely 
browned, drain off the grease 
and serve them hot. My Georgian 
friend, with a slight drool, says 
they’re wonderful with fried cat- 
fish, Brunswick stew or, for that 
matter, just about anything. 


SPEAKING OF FISH, that del- 
icate fish, the sole, has perhaps 
been responsible for more cul- 
inary debate than anything that 
swims. The debates are chiefly 
among the professionals. The 
average wife has never been dis- 
turbed. The procedure is very 
simple, as far as she is con- 
cerned. Just roll the filets in 
flour, fry them up hard, and that 
takes care of the matter. 

The fact of the matter is, 
there is no true sole in Ameri- 
can waters (and not too many 
left in any waters, we are told) 
so what we get mainly is floun- 
der. However, it makes a good 
eating fish, when prepared with 
a little skill and imagination. 

One of the simpler approaches 
is as follows: 


Simmer six nice filets in two 
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Yankees have some funny ideas about the South. 


cups of water with a small 
sliced onion, a little parsley and 
a couple of peppercorns. That's 
simmer, not boil. 

After 15 minutes put it on a 
buttered baking dish. Sprinkle 
it with salt, pepper, two table- 
spoons of lemon juice and two 
tablespoons of white wine. Cov- 
er it and bake it for 10 minutes. 

Meanwhile, make a sauce. 
Melt two tablespoons of butter 


- and sfir in two tablespoons of 


flour. Add a cup of fish stock 
and stir as it thickens. Then 
add a couple of slightly beaten 
egg yokes. Blend that in and 
then add a couple of tablespoons 
of cream. 

Now take it off the fire and 
add a fourth of a cup of sauted 
mushrooms, a pinch of parsley 
and a dash of white wine. Stir 
it well and pour over the filets. 


THE BEST KNOWN of the 
sole dishes is Sole Marguery 
which, while good, is less a 
tribute to good cooking than to 
French press-agentry. Anyway, 
it calls for 24 fresh mussels in 
the shell, which not many of 
you are going to find around the 
house, so we’ll pass on to anoth- 
er French dish, filet de sole 
Valencia, which only calls for

a few scallops and some lobster 


meat. 

Remove the skin from a pound 
and a half of filets of sole, or 
what have you, and if they are 
very large, cut them in strips. 


Sprinkle them with curry pow- 
der and poach them very gently 
in salted water flavored with 
half & cup of sherry and half a 
cup of port. 

Remove the fish carefully to 
a serving dish and keep it warm. 
Cook the stock until it is re 
duced by half. Then add a cup 
of heavy cream and cook it an- 
other couple of minutes. 


Stir in four tablespoons of 
lobster butter and heat the 
sauce but do not let it boil. 
Pour the warm sauce over the 
fish and then garni#h the dish 
with slices of cooked scallop 
and hunks of lobster meat. 
Serve fluffy rice along with it. 


IN NEW ORLEANS they pre- 
pare a stuffed filet dish worth 
anyone’s attention. For the 
stuffing, fry two and a half cups 
of bread crumbs in butter, along 
with two tablespoons of minced 
onion, a smidgin of garlic and a 
tablespoon of celery 
leaves. Season it with salt, pep- 
per, thyme and a couple of 
cloves. When browned, add a 
third of a cup of white wine, 


Put six filets of sole in the 
bottom of a greased baking dish. 
Put on a layer of stuffing, then 
another layer of fish. Dust on 
salt and pepper and pour on 
three cups of chopped tomatoes, 
fresh or canned. Put it in @ 
moderate oven for 20 minutes, 
take it out, sprinkle it with fine 
buttered crumbs and put it back 
to bake until the crumbs are 
browned.
